The  next 
ste  )  must  be  in  the  direction  of  easier  sub- 
joe  s  for  the  infant  classes. 
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It  has  been  generally  believed  that 
where  parties  are  most  evenly  divided  the 
public  interests  will  be  most  considered,  but 
the  experience  of  this  week  in  the  matter  of 
the  organization  of  the  Senate  shows  that 
there  is  such  a  thing  as  that  parties  shall  be 
too  nearly  equal  in  strength.

This 
gave  rise  to  the  report  that  he  had  made  a 
‘■deal”  with  Governor  Abbott,  but  his  sub 
sequent  vote  in  favor  of  a  joint-meeting  for 
the  elqctiott  of  n  State  TreasureiCand  l.’omp 
trifler  Showed- that  he  had  not  gone  over 
bquily  lojhe  enemy,  and  much  curiosity  is 
fe:t  as  to  what  method  he  will  adopt  to  re¬ 
ward  his  Democratic  friends.  Selfishness 
is  a  detestable  fault  in  any  man,  and  when 
it  leads  a  member  of  the  Legislature  to  such 
an  act  of  treachery  as  this,  it  is  hard  to  re 
strain  the  expression  of  the  contempt  which 
all  men  feel  for  such  conduct.
